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New State Park 
Opens Thursday 


The long awaited opening of the 
Hailstone Recreation Area at 
Jordanelle State Park is just one day 
away. The opening will occur over 
a three-day time period, scheduled 
as follows: 

Thursday, June-29, 2 p.m. - 
Hailstone’s 200 site campground 
opens only to campers with ad- 
vanced reservations for that night. 

Friday, June 30, 6 a.m. - Anglers 
can begin lining the shoreline and 
putting their boats in the water at 6 
a.m. but fishing does not begin until 
7:00 a.m. The daily bag limit is 
eight fish. All fishing boats must 
maintain a wakeless speed. Day use 
will be available and the park’s 17 
mile non-motorized trail system 
will open to hikers, mountain bikers 
and horseback riders. 

Saturday, July 1, 6 a.m. - The 
reservoir will open to all other wa- 
ter related activities. Jordanelle 
reservoir has a 300 boat limit, with 
boat use available on a first come, 

first serve basis. The 300 boat limit 
includes personal watercraft (Jet 
Skis, Waverunners, etc.) The 
United States Coast Guard 
Auxiliary will be on the water, pro- 
viding safety patrols and courtesy 
vessel examinations. They can be 
reached for assistance-on Marine 


Channel 16.

holiday dates,” Carpenter said. 

Sunday through Thursday night 
camping fees range from $7 per 
night, for sites with rest rooms only, 
to $11 per night, for sites with elec- 
trical and water hook-ups. An addi- 
tional $1 is added to the camping 
fee on Friday, Saturday and holiday 
nights. There is a $5 non-refundable 
fee charged, for each camping 
reservation made. 

In addition to the campground, 
Hailstone offers many state-of-the- 
art facilities such as camp service 
centers, complete with mini laun- 
dromats and a small child’s play- 
ground, a staffed visitor center fea- 
turing interpretive and educational 


displays, an outdoor amphitheater, 
group pavilions for large gather- 
ings, a modern beach house with 
lockers, showers and food service 
and seven rest room facilities with- 
in the park, each with public show- 
ers. 

The .park’s concessionaire, 
Jordanelle Lakeview Cafe, will op- 
erate the park's restaurant, serving 
breakfast, lunch and dinner, a gen- 
eral store complete with camping 
supplies and groceries, and will of- 
fer personal watercraft and fishing 
boat rentals. The concessionaire 
will also offer for rent, a water ski- 
ing boat, complete with an operator. 

Jordanelle has been stocked with 
fish by the Utah Division of 


1993. Fish found in the reserv 
include rainbow, German bro 
and cutthroat trout, and smallmot 
bass. 

“There has been a very aggr 
sive and substantial planting eff 
over the past couple of seasons, 
establish Jordanelle as an excell 
fishery for the recreation publi 
Carpenter said.
